The cost for all 84 residences 
not currently served is $48,-

residence of $575 p ^ h4. The 
cost per lot varies from $440 
for 14 lots in the area to $855 
for 11 of the homes. 
Hanson said that the residents

their property . They would have 
to pay more if the cost ex ceed­ 
ed the estimate. If the cost 
should be less the differmce 
would be refunded.

Restaurants and food stores 
in Arlington Heights can expect 
an inspection by village sani­ 
tarian Richard Dawson in the 
next two months. 
Dawson said he has 60 days 
left in which to inspect the 
premises of nearly 120 retail 
food establishments which are 
due to be re-licensed for the 
coming year. 


“OUR BIGGEST concern is 
the new establishments,” said 
Dawson. “We must be certain 
that they meet the necessary 
health requirements, and that 
their buildings and equipment 
meet these requirements.”

They have been accepted as 
teachers with the Sudan Inter­ 
ior Mission (SIM) and hope to 
leave for Nigeria in January. 
Dr. Malcolm Forsberg, a mis­ 
sionary in the Sudan for over 
30 years, will represent SIM as 
guest speaker at Sunday’s cere­ 
monies. 
Home now at Didrickson's 
parents’ house, the young cou­ 
ple is studying Nigerian prob­ 
lems and customs in prepara­ 
tion for their three year mis­ 
sion. 
BOTH MR. and Mrs. Didrick­ 
son are graduates of Wheaton 
College, Wheaton — she, with a 
B.A. degree in anthropology in 
Jan., 1966, and he, with a B.S. 
degree in biology in June, 1965. 
Didrickson has completed about 
half of the work for his M.A. 
in theology and did his mis­ 
sionary 
apprentice 
work 
in 
British Columbia in the sum­ 
mer of 1965. 
Didrickson said they had de­ 
cided to go to Nigeria for a 
number of reasons. Primary 
among those he listed was that 
they “were interested in shar­ 
ing the person of Christ” with 
others. He also said the tre­ 
mendous shortage of teachers in 
Nigeria combined with the fact 
that English is Nigeria’s official 
language had influenced their 
decision. 
Although the Didricksons are 
uncertain of exactly what or 
where they will be teaching, 
they said there are a number of 
possibilities. Didrickson said he 
is qualified to teach biology, 
English or Bible studies, and 
Mrs. Didrickson would be able 
to teach a language, social

studies or English. They could 
be placed in a mission school, 
a public school or in a mission 
youth work program.

Eye on Arlington 
Comes a Time 
To Cool Tempers

How soon do tempers cool once an election’s over? 
Pretty quickly, election judges at Ivy Hill School’s 
paper ballot Precinct 60 polling place have found. 
The five Arlington Heights judges achieved a fame— 
of sorts—by having the last precinct in 
the county to finish its election count. 
Wednesday after the election they 
'were ducking (sleepily, after 26 hours on 
the job) a spate of nasty comments 
from Democratic County Clerk Eddie 
Barrett. “What were they doing all night, playing ping­ 
pong?” Barrett snapped. Probably glad for a chance to 
vent his annoyance at the Republican tide, he turned on 
the suburban precinct that claimed 97 per cent turnout 
with its vote. 


UNDER A COURT ORDER, the Precinct 60 judges 
finished their count Saturday in Chicago—and found 
Barrett’s tune had sweetened up. 
He apologized, gave them another day’s pay, sent 
in sweet rolls and coffee, fended off metropolitan press 
photographers, and capped it by ordering a buffet lunch­ 
eon from the Sherman House. It was served by waiters 
and a maitre d’ and was on the cuff. Taxpayers who 
probably picked up the tab may note an extra drain, but 
the five Arlington election judges were delighted. 
At that, recounting the 2,120 paper ballots took some 
time. It was 8:30 p.m., Mrs. Phyllis Bishop says, before 
they headed home by train. 
Whether other—Republican—tempers will cool off, 
too, is something school people would like to know. 


THEY’RE WONDERING if the ire aimed at the 
northwest suburban teachers group for daring to back a 
Democrat will be turned against school district bond 
referendums and school board elections. 
The school people say that since both Republican 
state representatives were in no danger, GOP supporters 
are only vending sour grapes in resenting the Illinois 
Education Association’s decision to back Mrs. Eugenia 
Chapman’s re-election. 
One Democrat was sure to win, the IEA leaders 
point out correctly.

TO THREATS THAT THE IEA work for Chapman 
justifies GOP entry into school board affairs, cynics 
in education ranks are likely to retort, “What’s new?” 
School men charge that antifederal aid agitation at or 
within school boards is prompted only by political 
motives, not concern for children’s better schooling. 
But it will be interesting to see whether Wheeling 
GOP chairman Eugene Schlickman will still hold firm 
against activists in his party who urge use of the Grand 
Old Party’s leverage against the schools. 
He’s stood 
with the wing of the local party that has argued against 
intrusion of politics in school (and local government) 
affairs. 


HIS ACTIVIST ENEMIES, many of them in what 
once might have been termed the Novotny camp, have 
long wanted to use party strength to uphold their own 
principles in school matters. 
Some Republicans used party channels in urging 
defeat of the Junior College referendum 18 months ago. 
Others took out against two District 214 board members 
last April. Neither time did the Republican activists 
win out. 
But the teachers’ excursion (successfully, be it 
noted) may make it harder for Schlickman—should he 
want to do so—to stem the tide.

more time to give p rofessional 
medical attention to their p a­ 
tients. 
“We m a k e the p atients as 
comfortable and hap p y as p os­ 
sible during their stay in the 
hosp ital,” Pat said. “A floor 
can^strip er starts by selling 
newsp ap ers to the p atients. Then 
it’s p ick ing up menus and de­ 
livering ice water to those p a­ 
tients who can have it.” 
After all this is done, she 
added, the candy strip ers help 
the nurses. Usually it’s tak ing 
sp ecimens to the laboratory , 
p rescrip tions to the p harmacy 
and requisitions to the X-ray 
room, if a p atient is going 
home, a candy strip er wheels him 
downstairs to the waiting car. 
“We sp end t i m e talk ing to 
those p atients who want some­ 
one to talk to,” Pat went on. 
“When the meals come, we help 
tak e the tray s to the rooms, 
mak ing sure that every one gets 
the meal he ordered. We also 
feed those p atients who aren’t 
able to feed themselves.” 
Candy strip ers work at the hos­ 
p ital recep tion desk , also. There 
they help with issuance of visi­ 
tors’ p asses and the delivering of 
mail and flowers. They do rou­ 
tine ofRce work , p lay with chil­ 
dren in p ediatrics, assist in the 
cast clinic and fix meal p ack ets 
in the dietary section. 
RECORDS OF the candy strip - 
er’s time are k ep t by hosp ital 
authorities, Pat said. For the 
first 25 hours, a candy strip er re­ 
ceives a name p in; at 50 hours, 
a hosp ital volunteer p atch to be 
worn on the uniform; at 100 
hours, a 100-hour p in; at 200 
hours, a 200-hour ¡w, etc.

Wliat’s in Candystriping? 
Work, Satisfaction — Fun 


“Candystriping is a lot of 
fun!” 
That is not only the opinion 
of Pat Van Auken, a senior at 
Conant High School and a High 
School Highlights staff member, 
but also that of many other 
teenage girls in this area who 
donate three to four hours per 
day, one day a week, to help 
out in a local hospital. 
Pat, the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Eugene Van Auken, 2951 


Ida Road in Hoffman Estates, 
works at Northwest Community 
Hospital in Arlington Heights. 
She says that the girl candy- 
stripers — and boys — usually 
begin at 14 or 15 years of age. 
The girls wear uniforms — red 
and white striped pinafores. 
ACCORDING to Pat, the pur- 
pose in having candystripers in 
a hospital is to help the nurses 
and doctors in every way pos­ 
sible so as to relieve them for

more time to give professional 
medical attention to their pa­ 
tients. 
“We m a k e the patients as 
comfortable and happy as pos­ 
sible during their stay in the 
hospital,” Pat said. “A floor 
candystriper starts by selling 
newspapers to the patients. Then 
ifs picking up menus and de­ 
livering ice water to those pa­ 
tients who can have it.” 


I 
After all this is done, she 
added, the candystripers help 
the nurses. Usually ifs taking 
specimens to the laboratory, 
prescriptions to the pharmacy 
and requisitions to the X-ray 
room. If a patient is going 
home, a candystriper wheels him 
downstairs to the waiting car. 
“We spend t i m e talking to 
those patients who want some­ 
one to talk to,” Pat went on. 
“When the meals come, we help 
take the trays to the rooms, 
making sure that everyone gets 
the meal he ordered. We also 
feed those patients who aren’t 
able to feed themselves.” 
Candystripers work at the hos­ 
pital reception desk, also. There 
they help with issuance of visi 
tors’ passes and the delivering o 
mail and flowers. They do rou 
tine office work, play with chil 
dren in pediatrics, assist in the 
cast clinic and fix meal packets 
in the dietary section. 


RECORDS OF the candystrip- 
er’s time are kept by hospita 
authorities, Pat said. For the 
first 25 hours, a candystriper re­ 
ceives a name pin; at 50 hours 
a hospital volunteer patch to be 
worn on the uniform; 
at IOO 
hours, a 100-hour pin; at 200 
hours, a 200-hour pin, etc. 
“This work gives one a chance 
to meet and help people,” ac 
cording to Pat. “One learns how 
to do things that she probably 
wouldn’t if she didn’t work at

The keynote address was de­ 
livered by Dr. William Graham 
Cole, president of Lake Forest 
College, who spoke on “ The 
Continuing 
Revolution.” 
Dr. 
Cole pointed out that the pres­ 
ent social upheaval was a direct 
result of the American Revolu­ 
tion. 


“ TH E 
N EG RO ES 
today,” 
said 
Cole, 
“ ask 
no 
special 
rights and privileges. What they 
want is merely what is theirs 
by the tenets of our revolu­ 
tion.” Dr. Cole also pointed out 
that the present American Rev­ 
olution is basically a nonviolent 
one. 


At a press conference after 
the address, Dr. Cole explained 
the meaning of the black power 
movement. 
“ This 
power 
is 
basically an exercise of the con­ 
stitutional right of the Negro 
to protest injustice and to use 
his political and economic pow­ 
er to secure change.” 


Dr. Cole also mentioned that 
Stokely 
Carmichael, 
a 
civil 
rights 
leader, 
has 
been 
fre­ 
quently misrepresented in and 
goaded by the American press. 
Carmichael’s 
b l a c k 
power 
movement still remains in line 
with the peaceful nature of civil 
rights protests, according to Dr. 
Cole. 
In discussion groups guided 
by student leaders and adult 
moderators, the students dis­ 
cussed human relations prob­ 
lems on a personal basis and 
attempted to relate the theme 
to their own lives. 
At noon a program was pre­ 
sented by the Interracial Stu­ 
dents for Action. It included 
an introduction to the ISA, and 
an invitation to join Project 
Wingspread. This .project is an 
outgrowth of past conferences, 
and involves educational aid to 
underprivileged s t u d e n t s by 
members of the ISA. 


After 
lunch 
the 
discussion 
groups resumed and made a 
practical 
application 
of what 
had been discussed to future 
meetings 
of 
the 
conference. 
Students were encouraged to ex­ 
change addresses and telephone 
numbers and to keep in touch 
with one another. 


The closing general session 
included four scenes from the

freed om n ot to be. Perhaps on e of the least restrictiv e 
freed oms of all is the freed om to d efin e freed om. 


Oh, they ’v e been try in g for cen tu ries. An d they 
will keep on try in g. Freed om was the greatest cu rse 
ev er released from Pan d ora’s magic box . 


Freed om ev olv ed from the word “n o.” Bu t if free­ 
d om mean t n o more than a n atu ral hatred of restrain t, 
it wou ld n o lon ger be a u sefu l id ea. 


Freed om is on ly possible when it respects the free­ 
d om of all person s rather than ju st the in d iv id u al. In 
ord er to hav e freed om, we hav e to giv e u p a little of it. 


THE FOUNDERS OF OUR COUNTRY kn ew what 
they were d oin g when they u sed the word “freed om” to 
help d efin e gu id elin es for ou r gov ern men t. They were 
n ot an archists who wished to abolish law an d ord er to 
promote the freed om of man . 


They d ev eloped what cou ld be called “ord ered free­ 
d om.” In this, 
in d iv id u al freed oms were main tain ed 
by recogn izin g an ord erly way of life based on ju stice. 


Then progress stepped in to the pictu re an d compli­ 
cated the whole thin g. En ter the 20th Cen tu ry . Stress 
was placed on in tellectu al freed om, which is good in 
theory bu t u n d ev eloped in practice. 


In tellectu alism in v ad ed the y ou n g set an d became 
con fu sed with rad icalism. Its chief d ev ice was protest. 


Protest is importan t in a workable society in ord er 
to make the v oice of the people heard . Bu t protest 
shou ld n ot be abu sed as a sy n on y m of practical free­ 
d om. 


Freed om is becomin g an ov erworked con cept. All 
the marches, picketin g an d d emon stratin g are losin g 
their former pu n ch. Besid es that, they are accomplish­ 
in g the opposite of their objectiv e. 


There are so man y d emon stration s bein g held that 
they are becomin g a lau ghin g matter. The pu blic is 
con tin u ally bein g asked to su pport this or that. Bu t n o 
on e person can back ev ery thin g. 


IT’S TIME TO DEFINE freed om again . 


Freed om shou ld be based on ord er an d ju stice. 
Ju stice is the prin ciple by which man is assu red of the 
thin gs that belon g to him. 


Ord er is the prin ciple by which peace an d d ecen cy 
are main tain ed . We mu st settle for the freed om of 
civ ilized man .

Families with a net income 
of over $15,000 or above who 
come to the clinic will be fur­ 
nished with the names of pri­ 
vate psychiatric facilities in the 
area. Hanson said the choice be­ 
tween private and clinic serv­ 
ice will be left up to the indi­ 
vidual. 
Although r a t e s for families 
with a net income under $10,- 
000 have been raised slightly, 
the basic premise that no one 
will be turned away because he 
is unable to pay for treatment is 
still in effect, Hanson said.

Oh, they’ve been trying for centuries.

will keep on trying. Freedom was the greatest curse 
ever released from Pandora’s magic box. 


Freedom evolved from the word “no.” But if free­ 
dom meant no more than a natural hatred of restraint. 
it would no longer be a useful idea. 


Freedom is only possible when it respects the free­ 
dom of all persons rather than just the individual. In 
order to have freedom, we have to give up a little of it. 


THE FOUNDERS OF OUR COUNTRY knew what 
they were doing when they used the word “freedom” to 
help define guidelines for our government. They were 
not anarchists who wished to abolish law and order to 
promote the freedom of man. 


They developed what could be called “ordered free­ 
dom.” In this, 
individual freedoms were maintained 
by recognizing an orderly way of life based on justice. 


Then progress stepped into the picture and compli­ 
cated the whole thing. Enter the 20th Century. .Stress 
was placed on intellectual freedom, which is good in 
theory but undeveloped in practice. 


Intellectualism invaded the young set and became 
confused with radicalism. Its chief device was protest. 


Protest is important in a workable society in order 
to make the voice of the people heard. But protest 
should not be abused as a synonym of practical free­ 
dom. 


Freedom is becoming an overworked concept. All 
the marches, picketing and demonstrating are losing 
their former punch. Besides that, they are accomplish­ 
ing the opposite of their objective. 


There are so many demonstrations being held that 
they are becoming a laughing matter. The public is 
continually being asked to support this or that. But no 
one person can back everything. 


IT’S TIME TO DEFINE freedom again. 


Freedom should be based on order and justice. 
Justice is the principle by which man is assured of the 
things that belong to him. 


Order is the principle by which peace and decency 
are maintained. We must settle for the freedom of 
civilized man.

THEY ARE protesting the 
Task Force’s decision Thursday, 
at its final session, to leave up 
to the Legislature whether to 
appoint or elect a state board 
of education in Illinois. 
The state board of education, 
similar to those found in 48 oth­ 
er states, would appoint the 
state superintendent and serve 
as the chief policy-making body 
for the state’s schools. 
Democratic Gov. Otto Kemer 
has favored appointment of the 
board, while Republican State 
Supt. Ray Page, in his success­ 
ful campaign for re-election, 
has gone on record as 
favoring 
an elected state board of edu­ 
cation. 
John O’Neill, associate state 
superintendent and Page’s chief 
spokesman on the Task Force, 
threatened a “walkout” Thurs­ 
day if the committee plank fa­ 
voring appointment of the state 
board were okayed. 


HE TOLD the committee that 
Page would withdraw his co­ 
sponsorship of the Task Force 
if it held with this specific rec­ 
ommendation — (m which Page 
claimed a “mandate from the 
people” because of re-election. 
“I’ve never seen such black­ 
mail tactics!” Task Force mem­ 
ber Anthony J. Scariano of Park

“He told the Task Force point 
blank that if that recommenda­ 
tion were adopted he, in behalf 
of Page, would bolt the Task 
Force-—and withdraw sponsor­ 
ship,” Scariano added.

“blackmail” charge. “I figured 
that’s what they’d say!” the 
former Arlington Heights resi­ 
dent added.

THERE IS A good likelihood, 
however,

population 
re­ 
quirements will be “built into” 
the quality standards, another 
Task Force member told Pad­ 
dock Publications Tuesday in 
discussing the reco rn rn e n d a- 
tions. 


“You need a hign school of 
2,000 or 3,000 to offer the kind 
of broad program that should be 
required,” he said. “Small ele­ 
mentary districts just can’t af­ 
ford to provide special educa­ 
tion, guidance, art, music and 


other specialized p r o g r a m s 
needed.” 
Task Force members who dis­ 
cussed the report with this news­ 
paper stressed increased 
state 
aid as the key to all other rec­ 
ommendations. 
“This whole thing depends 
upon state funding,” one as­ 
serted. “Local districts have 
done about all they can do. 
For every improvement—pre­ 
school training, broader pro­ 
grams, vocational c o u r s e s , 
guidance and smaller 
class­ 
es—the answer in every case 
is money!” 


The state aid for school con­ 
struction will help induce the 
suburbs to abandon 
dual dis­ 
tricts, this newspaper was told. 
“This is the answer to the 5 
per cent bonding power limit 
which has kept suburban areas 
like Arlington H e i g h t s from 
forming unit districts,” a Task 
Force 
member 
pointed 
out. 
“Right now you can’t afford to 
have a unit district because you 
couldn’t put up the buildings you 
need under the five per cent 
bonding limit.” 
The Task Force will recom­ 
mend that the state 
aid 
for 
buildings be flexible, with the 
amount determined by the fi­ 
nancial need of the district and 
the varying cost of construction 
within the state. 


A SUGGESTION that a “boot­ 
strap” for school districts inter­ 
ested in self-improvement be 
built into the new state aid pro­ 
gram will be part of the Task 
Force report. 
The state s c h o o l agency 
“may” (not “must” ) a l l o w 
school districts wishing to meet 
quality standards to submit a 
plan and receive increased state 
aid to help them reach those 
goals, the Task Force will rec­ 
ommend. 


Secrecy Again 
As (.roup Meets

The doors were barred to the 
public when Illinois’ 57-member 
Task Force on Education met 
for the last time Thursday. 
Standing in the Monroe Ball­ 
room of Chicago’s P a l m e r 
House, William P. McClure, ex­ 
ecutive director of 
the Task 
Force, told this reporter, “This 
meeting is closed.” 


McClure upheld his stand by 
saying that 1965 state statutes 
making all legislative commit­ 
tee sessions public did not apply 
to Task Force meetings. 
“That applies to agencies of 
the state government and we 
are not an agency,” he added. 
His stand was a reversal of a 
comment he made to the press 
after so-called secret sessions of 
the Task Force on Sept. 16 and 
17. Then, he told Paddock Pub­ 
lications the press could have 
attended the meetings. 


The challenge to that invita­ 
tion Thursday proved the pub­ 
lic would not be admitted. The 
doors of the ballroom closed at 
10:30 a.m. with only Task Force 
members in attendance. 


McClure, director of the Bu­ 
reau of Educational Research at 
the University of Illinois, led the 
Task Force in its final review of 
reports. 
The day-long session began 


about 10:30 a.m. and was ex­ 
pected to end at 5 p.m. Task 
Force members wrapped up 18 
months of work into a final re­ 
port, which is to 'be presented 
to the three Task Force spon­ 
sors, 
Governor 
Otto 
Kerner, 
State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Ray Page and the 
School Problems Commission. 


The final 250-page technical 
report will be pared down into 
digest form for the public. It 
is expected to get into circula­ 
tion in December.

The progress has been steady bu t impressiv e for the bask et­ 
ball program at Arlington High School. 
The climb back to respectability , to a position of prominence 
in area circles, began two winters ago, ju st one y ear after an 
agonizing 6-16 standard.

Rome wasn’t bu ilt in a day . Neither was Wheeling High 
School. Bu t in considerably less time than it took Emperor 
Au gu stu s to field a good team of chariot racers in the Ck iliseu m, 
the Wildcats hav e pu t together a football program perhaps 
ready to tak e its place as a dominant force in Chlcagoland for 
many y ears to come. 
Only in its third y ear of ex ist­ 
ence, Wheeling ex hibited su c­ 
cessfu l grid teams on aU fiv e 
lev els this fall to dmerge as a 
majiMr Mid-Su bu rban Leagu e 
threat few the nex t sev eral sea­ 
sons. 
Whether they can continu e to 
manu factu re top-flight contend­ 
ers or not will be answered only 
by time. At any rate, Wheeling’s 
credentials this y ear seem to of­ 
fer a solid indication of a bright 
fu tu re. 
PACED BY A v arsity elev en 
compiling a 6-2 mark and fin­ 
ishing ru nneru p in MSL action. 
Wildcat teams fashioned an en­ 
v iable 30-9 record in 1966 while 
ou tscoring their opponents at 
practically a 3-1 ratio, 755-271. 
Fu rthermore, if they can pick 
u p the tempo in 1967 they fin­ 
ished with this fall. Wheeling 
sq u ads cou ld be lethal. Du ring 
the final half of the past cam­ 
paign, Wildcat u nits were 20-1 
and were tapped for only eight 
tou chdowns while pou ring ou t 
478 points themselv es. 
How hav e they done it? Ar­ 
lington 
rank ed 
higher 
than 
Wheeling in v arsity play this 
y ear and had eq u al su ccess at 
lower lev els bu t they ’v e had 
ov er 40 y ears to groom athletic 
sq u ads. Why then, shou ld this 
school of 2700 enrollment which 
has seen only one gradu ating 
class to date, so q u ick ly rise to 
power on the gridii^n? 
ATHLETIC Director “Bu s” 
Ormsbee, who assu med the^ 
head p<» ition when Wheeling 
first opened its doors after 14 
y ears on the Arlington coaching 
staff, attribu tes the su ccess to 
the 11 pigsk in mentors work ing 
u nder him. 
“We were q u ite selectiv e in 
choosing ou r coaches,” Ormsbee 


said and their back grou nds tend 
to bear him ou t. From head 
v arsity coach Bill Daletsk i, a 
former All-American with sev en 
y ears o i coaching behind him, 
down to Wally Moore of the 
frosh “B” u nit, now in his 17th 
y ear of high school coaching, 
the Wildcat stafi is solid in ex ­ 
perience. 
Inclu ding Ormsbee, the coach­ 
ing back grou nds of Wheeling 
football pilots totals ou t to near­ 
ly 100 y ears. 
IN REGARD to the v arsity ’s 
speedy rise to championship 
contention, Ormsbee pointed ou t 
how he and two other coaches, 
Way ne Selv ig and Jim Hoffman, 
work ed with this y ear’s seniors 
bef(H*e they ev en started attend­ 
ing Wheeling high school. 
“The season before Wheeling 
opened we took the grou p of 
freshman football play ers who 
wou ld be attending and spent 
time work ing on fu ndamentals 
with them,” he recalled. 
That y ear they play ed a sep­ 
arate sev en-game schedu le and 
finished 4-3-1. 
Three y ears later, u nder Da- 
letsk i’s direction, a v arsity team 
with that original nu cleu s came 
within two tight games of cap­ 
tu ring the MSL crown. Losing 
only to co-champs Maine West 
and Arlington in eight ou tings, 
the 1966 Wildcats display ed one 
of the most potent defenses in 
area history . 
IN THE MEANTIME, an ex ­ 
plosiv e Wheeling offense ou t- 
gained their opponents 143-61 in 
the point colu mn while estab­ 
lishing a precedent in ru shing 
fu tu re sq u ads will be hard pu t 
to su rpass. 
“A v ery sizable portion of 
the credit for this y ear’s su ccess

belongs to defensiv e coach Stev e 
(^ernick y and offensiv e line 
coach Bob Schu lze,” offered Da­ 
letsk i. He continu ed, “The ex ­ 
perience and material were 
there bu t it took their efforts to 
mold it into a team effort.” 
Daletsk i was high on praise 
for the play ers as well. “Some 
of the boy s play ed a lot while 
others play ed little.

A recent moUon picture released on the sub ject of how dogs 
are trained for acting job s in mov ies and TV b rings to mwid the 
fact that as far as unemplojrment among our canii^ friends, the 
idea is not too impossib le—that it may nev er ha^ien. 
More and mtn^ dogs are b emg used for many v arious and, 
in some cases, v ery unusual job s. Gaines Dog Research Center, 
New Ywk, reports that the Finnish National Geological Institute 
has tramed a four-year-old dog to detect underground mineral 
deposits b y smell. While at present there is only one dog actually 
working at it, sev eral are b eing trained. 
German Shepherds are currently b eing used to detect gas 
leaks in Eurq>ean mines. In fact, one dog in West Bohemia is 
listed on the payroll and has detected 52 gas leaks. In the 
United States, guard dogs and s^try dogs are b eing used not 
only b y the military, b ut also b y priv ate companies. The results 
hav e b een excellent, and in many cases more than paid for the 
exp^ise of training and caring of such dogs. 
One of the most noted Reids where a dog is used is that of 
acting as a guide dog for the b lind. Schools in this country hav e 
b rought happiness and security to many people who rdy on their 
dogs to guide them safely and protect them frmn injury. To 
watch such a dog at work is something to b ehold. 
Dogs employed in herding on farms and as assistants to 
hunters are so common as to almost b e taken for granted, b ut 
they too perform an inv aluab le serv ice. If you hav e nev er 
watched a Border Collie at work, doing a herding job , you hav e 
missed something. And ask a hunter what a thrill it is when his 
dog finds, points and retriev es game. 
From mov ies to guard dog, and from leading the b lind to 
detecting gas leaks, it looks as if there will always b e employ­ 
ment for dogs.

If taken b efore, he has 
not really dev eloped and will b ecome ov er-attached to pe<^le 
who care for him and not ab le to get along with other dogs. If 
taken after 12 weeks, he may hav e a hard time getting adjusted 
to his new home.

A recent motion picture released on the subject of how dogs 
are trained for acting jobs in movies and TV brings to mind the 
fact that as far as unemployment among our canine friends, the 
idea is not too impossible—that it may never happen. 
More and more dogs are being used for many various and, 
in some cases, very unusual jobs. Gaines Dog Research Center, 
New York, reports that the Finnish National Geological Institute 
has trained a four-year-old dog to detect underground mineral 
deposits by smell. While at present there is only one dog actually 
working at it, several are being trained. 
German Shepherds are currently being used to detect gas 
leaks in European mines. In fact, one dog in West Bohemia is 
listed on the payroll and has detected 52 gas leaks. 
In the 
United States, guard dogs and sentry dogs are being used not 
only by the military, but also by private companies. The results 
have been excellent, and in many cases more than paid for the 
expense of training and caring of such dogs. 
One of the most noted fields where a dog is used is that of 
acting as a guide dog for the blind. Schools in this country have 
brought happiness and security to many people who rely on their 
dogs to guide them safely and protect them from injury. To 
watch such a dog at work is something to behold. 
Dogs employed in herding on farms and as assistants to 
hunters are so common as to almost be taken for granted, but 
they too perform an invaluable service. 
If you have never 
watched a Border Collie at work, doing a herding job, you have 
missed something. And ask a hunter what a thrill it is when his 
dog finds, points and retrieves game. 
From movies to guard dog, and from leading the blind to 
detecting gas leaks, it looks as if there will always be employ­ 
ment for dogs.

Once again, advice and guidance is available to persons 
planning to buy a puppy for Christmas. A three-part “Puppy 
Buyers’ Kit,” that gives the prospective buyer what he needs to 
know—everything from deciding which breed will suit him or his 
family best to where he may make his purchase and how to look 
for a new puppy, can be had before the holidays.

If taken before, he has 
not really developed and will become over-attached to people 
who care for him and not able to get along with other dogs. If 
taken after 12 weeks, he may have a hard time getting adjusted 
to his new home.

For dramatic effect, play s are 
usually pc^Nilated by people 
larg er than life. And when y our 
main character is Henry VIH, 
a man who while living was 
larg er than life, y ou may find 
y ourself with a casting ¡H^lem. 
Such was the case with Des 
Plaines Theatre Guild when it 
chose “Anne (tf the Thousand 
Day s” for its se<H>nd play of the 
seas<m. But the (Mrc^lem be- 
ccHnes a triumph i^th the fine 
performance of Bob Keenan as 
Uie monarch. Keenan is an ac­ 
tor who knows how to take cen­ 
ter stag e apd he does not easily 
relinq uish it. As the king who 
lives and loves lustily , the g rand 
g estures, the bounding walk are 
all incorporated into his charac­ 
terization. 
But Henry is a king who knows 
that his country is deserving of 
and he is capable of being a 
much betta* ruler. And Keenan 
is eq ually effective in the elo­ 
q uent moments of the monarch’s 
introspection. 
THIS MAXWELL Anderson 
play is the story of the thousand 
day s when Henry and Anne 
Boley n lived tog ether in a love 
that shook a country , a relig ion 
and a wo rld . 
Anne herself is no small char- 
actOT, and ag ain the Guild tri­ 
umphs in casting . Edith Wilson, 
as Anne, doesn’t have to worry 
about play ing in Keenan’s shad­ 
ow. She bring s a g reat deal of 
richness to a much more com­ 
plex role than that of the king . 
And the haug hty cast of her fine 
profile is reason enoug h to ex ­ 
plain why Henry feels he must 
have her. 
TTie scenes between Henry 
and Anne are marked by the 
kind 
o i dectricity of which 
theater is stq ;>po6ed to be made. 
WITH TWO SUCH performers 
who can fill out the flesh and 
blood of the characters, direcUH* 
Arnold Nelson is able to stag e 
his production so that the per- 
f(Nrmers can be viewed in the 
broader scope of history as well. 
W(Hldng with the g othic-arch­ 
ed set of Bill Levander and Lev- 
ander’s and Jim Beall’s lig hting 
desig n, he is able to pose his 
fig ures as in a historical tab­ 


leau. Wisely , be does this only 
when his performers have the 
competence to g enerate action 
from within. Nelson moves the 
less talented cast members 
about in more traditional block­ 
ing . 
Another device used by Nel­ 
son to create the aura of history 
is the absence a t the curtain 
and the moving of the sparse 
furnishings by a crew dressed 
as pag es — all reminiscent of 
early theater. 


IT IS ALMOST ax iomatic that 
with larg e casts, community 
theater is not able to come up 
with a cast roster (rf completely 
professional performances. This 
is true in this production as well. 
But in the pivotal roles the act­ 
ing continues strong . 
Ed Sauer, one of the Des 
Plaines Guild’s stalwarts, comes 
throug h with a sy mpathetic un­ 
derstanding (tf the role of the 
prag matic Cardinal Wolsey . In 
his last scene, where he is sup­ 
posed to be enfeebled, Sauer 
faults a little on the phy sical 
weakness, but the spiritual fee­ 
bleness is all there. 
Other performances are those 
of 
Harold 
Terchin 
as the 
machiavellian TlKunas Crmn- 


well and Robert Connelly as Sir 
Thomas More. 
Connelly de­ 
serves particular notice because 
of the conviction this hig h school 
hoy is able to put into the role of 
the middle-ag ed philosopher. It 
takes the prog ram notes to dis­ 
cover the ag e disparity . 
JOAN SPATAFORA and Ann 
Shalla g ive q uiet assurance to 
minor roles as members of the 
Boley n family . 
As Anne’s first real love, Jim 
Chirren lacks the dash and 
streng th to win a woman such 
as Anne. But he demonstrates 
steady improvement over ap­ 
pearances last season. 
Accents are almost alway s a 
problem in little theater produc­ 
tions. Director Nelson wisely 
lets those that can do, and lets 
the cast members who find the 
British cadence difficult, dr(^ it. 
This play is no place for bur­ 
lesq ue imitations. 
One of the nice thing s about 
the Des Plaines Theatre Guild 
is that it often chooses play s 
that are off the usual path <rf 
little theater repertory . “Anne 
of the Thousand Day s” is an ex ­ 
cellent ex ample. 
THIS MAY NOT be one of 
Anderson’s g reatest, but it is a 
g ood, representative work of a 


play wrig ht who has contribute! 
a g reat deal to American thea­ 
ter. True theater buffs should 
be g ra^ul to the Guild tear an 
(^portunity to view it in a g ood 
production. 
“Aq ne of the Thousand Day s 
will run ag ain at the Guild 
Play house tomorrow (Friday ) 
and Saturday and the following 
weekend, Nov. 25 and 26.

'Anne of a Thousand Days 
A Triumph for Theatre Guild

For dramatic effect, plays are 
usually 
populated 
by 
people 
larger than life. And when your 
main character is Henry VHI, 
man who while living was 
larger than life, you may find 
yourself with a casting problem. 
Such was the case with Des 
Plaines Theatre Guild when it 
chose “Anne of the Thousand 
Days” for its second play of the 
season. But the problem be­ 
comes a triumph with the fine 
performance of Bob Keenan as 
i he monarch. Keenan is an ac­ 
tor who knows how to take cen­ 
ter stage and he does not easily 
relinquish it. As the king who 
ives and loves lustily, the grand 
gestures, the bounding walk are 
all incorporated into his charac­ 
terization. 
But Henry is a king who knows 
that his country is deserving of 
and he is capable of being a 
much better ruler. And Keenan 
is equally effective in the elo­ 
quent moments of the monarch’s 
introspection. 
THIS MAXWELL 
Anderson 
play is the story of the thousand 
days when Henry and Anne 
Boleyn lived together in a love 
that shook a country, a religion 
and a world. 
Anne herself is no small char­ 
acter, and again the Guild tri­ 
umphs in casting. Edith Wilson, 
as Anne, doesn’t have to worry 
about playing in Keenan’s shad­ 
ow. She brings a great deal of 
richness to a much more com­ 
plex role than that of the king. 
And the haughty cast of her fine 
profile is reason enough to ex­ 
plain why Henry feels he must 
have her. 
The scenes between Henry 
and Anne are marked by the 
kind of electricity of which 
theater is supposed to be made. 
WITH TWO SUCH performers 
who can fill out the flesh and 
blood of the characters, director 
Arnold Nelson is able to stage 
his production so that the per­ 
formers can be viewed in the 
broader scope of history as well. 
Working with the gothic-arch­ 
ed set of Bill Levander and Lev- 
ander’s and Jim Beall’s lighting 
design, he is able to pose his 
figures as in a historical tab­ 


leau. Wisely, he does this only 
when his performers have the 
competence to generate action 
from within. Nelson moves the 
less 
talented 
cast 
members 
about in more traditional block­ 
ing. 
Another device used by Nel­ 
son to create the aura of history 
is the absence of the curtain 
and the moving of the sparse 
furnishings by a crew dressed 
as pages — all reminiscent of 
early theater. 


IT IS ALMOST axiomatic that 
with large casts, community 
theater is not able to come up 
with a cast roster of completely 
professional performances. This 
is true in this production as well. 
But in the pivotal roles the act­ 
ing continues strong. 


Ed Sauer, one of the Des 
Plaines Guild’s stalwarts, comes 
through with a sympathetic un­ 
derstanding of the role of the 
pragmatic Cardinal Wolsey. In 
his last scene, where he is sup­ 
posed to be enfeebled, Sauer 
faults a little on the physical 
weakness, but the spiritual fee­ 
bleness is all there. 
Other performances are those 
of 
Harold 
Terchin 
as 
the 
machiavellian 
Thomas 
Crom­ 


well and Robert Connelly as Sir 
Thomas 
More. 
Connelly 
de­ 
serves particular notice because 
of the conviction this high school 
boy is able to put into the role of 
the middle-aged philosopher. It 
takes the program notes to dis­ 
cover the age disparity. 
JOAN SPATAFORA and Ann 
Shalla give quiet assurance to 
minor roles as members of the 
Boleyn family. 
As Anne’s first real love, Jim 
Curren 
lacks 
the 
dash 
and 
strength to win a woman such 
as Anne. But he demonstrates 
steady improvement over 
ap­ 
pearances last season. 
Accents are almost always a 
problem in little theater produc­ 
tions. Director Nelson wisely 
lets those that can do, and lets 
the cast members who find the 
British cadence difficult, drop it. 
This play is no place for bur­ 
lesque imitations. 
One of the nice things about 
the Des Plaines Theatre Guild 
is that it often chooses plays 
that are off the usual path of 
little theater repertory. “Anne 
of the Thousand Days” is an ex­ 
cellent example. 
THIS MAY NOT be one of 
Anderson’s greatest, but it is a 
good, representative work of a 


playwright who has contributed 
a great deal to American thea­ 
ter. True theater buffs should 
be grateful to the Guild for an 
opportunity to view it in a good 
production. 
“Anne of the Thousand Days” 
will run again at the Guild 
Playhouse tomorrow (Friday) 
and Saturday and the following 
weekend, Nov. 25 and 26. (Bill

Advice on Self-Protection 
Women Told: Fight Back

club 


recently on “ Self-Protection for Women.” 


Women should forget the 
marquis of queensberry rules 
and fight back if accosted by 
a stranger, according to a 
member of the weaker sex 
who should know. 
Kathleen Gaughan, young 
Chicago 
policewoman 
who 
spoke last week to the Mount 
Prospect Business and Profes­ 
sional Women’s Club, told the 
group, “All is fair in love 
and war was never truer than 
when you’re dealing with a 
man who intends you harm. 
Anything you do to protect 
yourself is fair.” 
Miss Gaughan, whose police 
training at the Chicago Police 
Academy included instruction 
in judo, advised, “If your life 
is in jeopardy, it is better that 
you be able to defend yourself 
than to be afraid.” 


SHE THEN gave the B and 
PW's tips on how to “fight 
back.” 
Stressing the importance of 
surprise, Miss Gaughan ex­ 
plained that pressure applied 
to certain parts of the body 
causes pain, forcing the at­ 
tacker to loosen his hold on 
his victim. These places in­ 
clude the'area directly under­ 
neath the nose, the space be­ 
tween the eyes and the adam’s 
apple. 
Other techniques the police­ 
woman said could be used ef­ 
fectively are to ram the knee 
into the groin or pull back 
the little finger in the direction 
opposite its natural bend. 
S h e 
also 
recommended 
screaming. 


WOMEN who must be out 
after dark she said, should 
t a k e the following precau­ 
tions: 
Follow 
a 
pre-determined 
course and let your family 
know where you are going. 
Give your family an approx­ 
imate time when you expect 
to arrive home, and call if 
delayed. 
Carry 
identification, 
and 
keep a list of all identification 
cards at home in case your 
purse is snatched. 
Check locks on doors and 
windows before leaving home 
to be sure they are locked. 
If you live alone, avoid list­ 
ing your full name in the tele­ 
phone directory or on your 
apartment mailbox. Use only 
your initial. 


AVOID WALKING alone at 
night, but if you must, stick 
to the middle of the street and 
stay away from dark door­ 
ways, halls and alleys. Don’t 
take shortcuts. 
If traveling by public trans­ 
portation at night, Miss Gau­ 
ghan said, a woman should 
board the vehicle where there 
are lots of other persons. 
“Even if you dislike being 
jostled,” she said, “ifs better 
to be jostled. You’re safer.” 
Women who drive their cars 
at night should keep doors 
locked and windows closed, 
she advised. If curbed by a 
strange car, honk your horn, 
keep your lights on, remain 
in the car and don’t open the 
doors, she said.

Behind the Headlines 


Twenty-five years ago, more than 
half of the nation’s people were farm­ 
ers or lived in towns and villages of 
less than 10,000 population. 
Today 
more than 50 million Americans live 
in suburbs and only 11 per cent of the 
people are farmers. During the next 
10 years, we shall see a continuation 
of suburbanization at an accelerated 
pace. 


More than 727,000 Cook County sub­ 
urbanites went to polls and gave 67% 
of their votes to Percy. 


Charles H. Percy, Illinois’ new jun­ 
ior senator-elect, has long recognized 
the significance of this shift in political 
power. He unsuccessfully attempted to 
alert the 1964 Republican National Con­ 
vention to this change. As suburbia’s 
lone voice at that unhappy convention, 
he pressed vainly for greater GOP 
activity in the nation’s suburbs. 


“There can be no doubt about it,” 
he declared in San Francisco, “the 
suburbs are the political battleground 
where the fates of the two parties will 
be settled. Any possibility of a real 
resurgence of the Republican Party as 
the majority party in the United States 
depends on the growth of our strength 
in the suburbs.” 


In six northwest suburban town­ 
ships, 82.5% of registered voters cast 
ballots with nearly 80% of them for 
Percy. 


In the 13th Congressional District, 
Rep. Rumsfeld’s 108,000-vote margin 
was the largest of any of the nation’s 
435 
congressional 
races. 
The 
all- 
suburban district cast 70.4% of its vote 
for Percy, 75.8% for Rumsfeld, and 
74.8% for Ogilvie. 


Wheeling Township produced the 
largest margin of victory for Republi­ 
cans with a plurality of 19,364. 


In DuPage County, a total 140,000 
voters gave better than two-to-one vic­ 
tories to GOP candidates.

Reaction of most party leaders to 
his 1964 plea, recalls Percy, amount­ 
ed to “an admission that suburbia 
was an area they have neglected. It 
reminded me of the company that 
doesn’t call on its best customers.” 


Republican strength in suburbia is 
not an automatic sitnation to be taken 
for granted, however, for as suburban 
populations grow in number, 
they 
change in character. Independence 
of action and spUt-ticket voting have 
always been prevalent in the suburbs. 


The party suffered one of its most 
severe defeats in that election. The 
Republican National Ticket polled a 
disappointing 40.8% of the vote in sub­ 
urbia. Whereas the GOP carried the 
suburbs of 34 major cities in 1960, it 
managed to take only 11 in 1964. 


This was demonstrated in the elec­ 
tion of Adlai Stevenson III as state 
treasurer. His victory in view of the 
GOP tide was nothing short of miracu­ 
lous. A factor in his hair-thin win was 
the suburban vote; Stevenson led the 
head of his ticket by 52,000 votes in 
Cook County suburbs, by 10% in north­ 
west suburbs. 


But the debacle of 1964 taught the 
GOP a lesson. 


Democrats will be working 
even 


harder to woo this emerging suburban 
vote, and Republicans cannot rest on 


their recent success.

Psychologists Tell What, 
How to Give at Christmas 


What makes some gifts so 
successful—while others, per­ 
haps much more expensive, get 
a reception that’s merely po­ 
lite? 
Psychologists h a v e studied 
the act of giving and —even 
more important—what it is like 
to receive a gift. Their findings, 
reported by Shulton, furnish 
some helpful answers to the 
question of what and how to 
give. 
1. A gift should be a symbol. 
According to Dr. Kurt Lewin, 
Iowa University psychologist, a 
gift should represent what you 
feel for someone, or what you’d 
like to do for that person. It 
ought to be a shorthand way 
of telling the loved one: “This 
is how beautiful you are’’ or 
“You’re as lovely as a desert 
flower.” 
2. A gilt should be a surprise. 
Useful and practical, yes, but 
not prosaic—it should have the 
spice of the unexpected. Dr. 
Rollo May, noted American psy­ 
chologist, believes that the mo­ 
ment of giving should be clearly 
highlighted and set apart by 
the gift; it must be a unique 
moment in the ordinary routine 
of life. This can be accomplish­ 
ed by the surprise quality of 
the present: for example, a 
hardheaded businessman giving 
his wife a book of her favorite 
poems—or a wife, who knows 
nothing about the stock market, 
taking the trouble to search 
out a book on the subject be­ 
cause it will please her mate. 
3. A GIFT should not create 
anxiety. A fragile, hard-to-care- 
for or easy-to-lose present may 
make the recipient anxious, and 
destroy most of his pleasure 
in the gift. An overly lavish 
present can also create anxiety 
and embarrassment—if the re­ 
cipient thinks that you expect 
an equally expensive gift in re­ 
turn. 
4. A gift should be something 
the other person wants — not 
something you think he should 
have. If you know a youngster 
who’s been dying for a new 
baseball glove, by all means 
give it to him—even if his 
spelling grades indicate that a 
dictionary might be more in 
order. A gift is not medicine, 
and should not be selected be­ 
cause it’s “good for” someone. 
But what if you can’t pick up 
any hints? Maybe you’re not 
listening hard enough. Psychol­ 
ogists have found that when 
a person talks about the things 
someone else has, he often 
gives away his own yearnings. 
5. A gift is a sharing of your­ 
self with someone else. To em­ 
phasize this quality of sharing, 
a gift should remind the recipi­ 
ent of your relationship with 
him or her. If you both love 
the scent of lilacs or roses, 
give THE LADY a perfume like 
“Elscapade” 
which 
combines 
these favorite fragrances. Or 
periiaps the gift or its wrap­ 
pings can be in a color the 
recipient associates with you. 
€. A gift should say “quali- 
ity /’ no matter what its price. 
A well-made present of (^vious- 
ly high quality is very flatt«*- 
ing—it says that, as far as 
you're ctmcemed, the recipient 
deserves the best. No matter 
what you’re buying, you can 
be assured of good quality if 
you choose time-tested brands, 
and ttems iHiich carry a sim­ 
ple, unconditional guarantee. 
7. A GIFT is an anaoaBce- 


ment. It should say Happy 
Birthday, I Love You, Merry 
Christmas, or whatever you 
want to convey. Don’t lose sight 
of this function, and don’t fail 
to enclose a card that expresses 
the sentiments you want to 
convey. Don’t just sign your 
name to a printed card—a few 
sincere phrases of your own 
devising add an extra dimen­ 
sion to any gift. 
8. A gift must have a proper 
setting. Psychologists say that 
the act of giving must be a 
bit of make-believe, a little 
play-acting between two people. 
This holds true no matter how 
long you’ve known each other, 
or how unsentimental you be­ 
lieve you are. Never hurriedly 
give something as you dash out 
the door, or as a peace off«ing 
after an unpleasant mom«it. Be 
relaxed, establish a pleasant 
mood, talk around the subject 
first: “I thought of you this 
afternoon . . . ” or “I saw 
the most marvelous . . . ” 
A gift can be and say many 
things. But not if you give

I. A gift should be a symbol

Don’t lose sight 
of this function, and don't fail 
to enclose a card that expresses 
the

According to Dr. Kurt Lewin, 
Iowa University psychologist, a 
gift should represent what you 
feel for someone, or what you’d 
like to do for that person.

8. A gift must have a proper 
setting. Psychologists say that 
the act of giving must be a 
bit of 
make-believe, 
a

play-acting between two people. 
This holds true no matter how 
long you’ve known each other, 
or how unsentimental you be-

give something as you dash out 
the door, or as a peace offering 
after an unpleasant moment.

Useful and practical, yes, but 
not prosaic—it should have the 
spice of the unexpected.

Rollo May. noted American psy­ 
chologist, believes that the mo­ 
ment (rf giving should be clearly 
highlighted and set apart by J 
the gift: it must be a unique 
moment in the ordinary routine 
of life. This can be accomplish­ 
ed by the surprise quality of 
the present: 
for example,

An overly lavish 
present can also create anxiety j 
and embarrassment—if the re­ 
cipient thinks that you expect 
an equally expensive gift in re­ 
turn. 
4. A gift should be something 
the other person wants — not 
something you think he should 
have. If you know a youngster j 
who's been dying for a new 
baseball glove, by all means 
give 
it 
to 
him—even 
if his 
spelling grades indicate that a 
dictionary might be more in 
order. A gift is not medicine, 
and should not be selected be­ 
cause ifs “ good for” someone. 
But what if you can’t pick up 
any hints? Maybe you’re not 
listening hard enough. Psychol­ 
ogists have found that when 
a person talks about the things 
someone 
else 
has, 
he 
often 
gives away his own yearnings. 
5. A gift is a sharing of your­ 
self with someone else. To em­ 
phasize this quality of sharing, 
a gift should remind the recipi­ 
ent of your relationship with 
him or her. If you both love 
the scent of lilacs or roses,
